Farm Head Tells Probers

Under persistent questioning by 
committeemen, G, C. Adams, state 


commissioner of agriculture, whose 
campaign is under fire in connection 
with alleged sale of jobs, Friday ad- 
mitted to the Sisk investigating com- 
mittee that he had discussed with M. 
D. Collins, state superintendent of 
schools, an exchange of patronage but 
that “the deal was not consummated.” 

Adams also admitted that his son, 
John Adams, was given a position in 
the public service commission’s depart- 
ment by Commissioner A. J. Woodruff 
several months before Adams employed 
John Darsey, Woodruff’s son-in-law, 
in the agricultural department. | 

Chairman J. T. Sisk said that the 
committee will meet again on Mon- 
day or Tuesday, and will conclude 
the investigation then. Preparation 
of the report will begin immediately 
thereafter, he said. 

Adams was the only witness Fri- 
day, except for his brother. L. D. 
Adams, of Decatur, who said that he 
did not remember cashing a check for 
$35 indorsed by G. C. Adams. 

Denies Wrongdoing. 

In a lengthy statement to the com- 
mittee, Adams denied any wrong-do- 
ing in connection with his campaign 
and the subsequent placing of persons 
in the department, and charged that 
enemies are seeking to persecute him 
and strangle his department. 

In answer to questions by Senator 
Sisk, Adams said that he met Super- 
intendent Collins in Macon and in 
Atlanta and discussed the proposi- 
tion on the idea that “if I had a 
member of my family or friends I 
wanted in his department, he prob- 
ably had a member of his family or 
friends he wanted in the agricultural 
department.”

bounced upward today, reflecting san- 
guine hopes that the inaugural to- 
morrow of a new federal administra- 
tion with enormous popular support 
would mark a turn for the better, 

While no inklings were vouchsafed 
as to the new administration’s plans 
for dealing with the banking crisis, 
buoyance of stocks and wheat, and 
improvement in bonds struck a new 
note of encouragement. William :-H. 
Woodin, new secretary of the treas- 
ury, left for Washington after pro- 
tracted conferences with bankers with 
only a smile for reporters. 

In the meantime, governors and 
leading bankers acted to squelch ru- 
mors born of strained nerves, and 
reaching in many instances sheer ab- 
surdity. The weekly federal reserve 
statements showed clearly the huge 
flexibility of the system, its reserve 
ratio holding far above the level 
reached in the troubles of 1920. The 
chief financial centers: continued to 
function normally, with these huge re- 
serves behind them, 

The stock market had one of its 
most vigorous rebounds in months, 
carrying leading issues up $1 to near- 
ly $5 «a share in the second hour of 
trading, as offerings suddenly disap- 
peared, and shorts scrambled to cover 
their commitments. Buying dwindled 
hereafter, and a portion of the rise 
was lost, but many issues were up $1 
to $3 at the close, and’ the turnover 
in the stock exchange, amounting to 
1,413,480 shares, was the largest for 
a rising market since December. 

The movement quickly spread to the 
Chicago wheat market, where prices 
rosé nearly 3 cents a bushel, under ag- 
gressive speculative buying. Not all 
of the gain was held, the market clos- 
ing with advances of 1 3-4 to 2 cents 
a bushel. Nevertheless, it was the 
steepest rise in this market in months. 

Wall and La Salle Streets were 
taken by surprise by these sudden 
upturns and for the most part could 
account for it only on the theory that 
bears vere unwilling to be short over 
the week-end, because of the prospect 
of important developments in Wash- 
ington. Buying of stocks was so hur- 
ried for a time in the second hour of 
trading that the ticker actually fell 
four minutes in arrears of trans- 
actions. Trading slackened consider- 
ably after this demand was satisfied. 

Other commodities pushed up in 
varying degrees. Cotton closed $1 to 
$1.15 a bale higher, experiencing 
buying partly attributed to foreign 
sources.

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Cummings Temporary Choice 
For Attorney Generalship 


WASHINGTON, 
President-elect Roosevelt today an- 
nounced the appointment of Homer 8. 
Cummings, of Connecticut, as attor- 
ney-general in the place of the late 
Senator Walsh, of Montana. 

The appointment is temporary— 
“for a few weeks”—after which Cum- 
mings will proceed to the Philippines 
to become governor generai of these 
island possessions. The following an- 
nouncement was made on behalf of 
Mr. Roosevelt by his secretary, Steph- 
en T. Early: 

“Mr. Roosevelt had expected to an- 
nounce today the selection of Mr. 
Homer Cummings, of Connecticut, to 
be governor general of the Philip- 
pines. 

“Because of the untimely death of 
Senator Walsh he has asked Mr. 
Cummings to assume the post of at- 
torney-general for a few wecks before 
going to the Philippines.” 

This announcement was made after 
a conference of almost two hours be- 
tween the president-elect and Mr. 
Cummings and before the latter had 
left the Roosevelt suite in, the May- 
flower hotel.

Immediately after Cummings’ ap- 
pointment was announced, he indicat- 
ed to newspapermen that his tempo- 
rary tenure of office at the depart- 
ment of justice would be guided by 
the policy which the late Senator 
Walsh had intended to follow. 

Walsh a few days before his death 
announced that his department. which 
has charge of enforcement of the dry 
laws, would continue to enforce the 
prohibition act despite the submis- 
sion of repeal. 

“The death of Senator Walsh 
amounts to a national tragedy,” Cum- 
mings said in a statement which he 
dictated slowly and deliberately to 
newspapermen outside the president- 
elect’s suite. “The circumstances 
which have led to my appointment as 
attorney-general fill me with sorrow. 
Senator Walsh was a friend of 2 
years standing and one for whom I 
held the highest admiration and .re- 
or. I shall endeavor to carry on

Atlanta banks, in compliance with 
a three-day noliday proclaimed Friday 
by Governor Eugene Talmadge, will 
be closed today and Monday. ‘They 
will be open for business again when 
the moratorium shall have ended, ac- 
cording to a statement by the three 
clearing house institutions. 

Because of the drain of funds out 
of Georgia to other states which pre- 
viously had declared« bank holidays, 
the governor ordered the proclamation, 
which went into effect at 11 o'clock 
Friday. released. At that time the 
larger banks of the city, with the ex- 
ception of the Citizens and Southern 
National bank, closed their doors and 
posted copies of the executive order. 

Out-of State Withdrawals. 

In a statement signed by the Citi- 
zens and Southern National, the First 
National and the Fulton National 
banks, appearing elsewhere in the pa- 
per, these three members of the At- 
lanta clearing house said: 

“The governor and the banks great- 
ly desired tha. their depositors should 
have been given notice of the procla- 
mation in order that they might have 
better prepared against their immedi- 
ate needs but the conditions referred 
to out of the state caused large with- 
drawals by wire and such delay did 
not seem to be proper. 

“The banks will be open for busi- 
ness immediately after the morato- 
rium shall have ended, though there 
may be some temporary restrictions 
placed upon withdrawals.” 

Under a ‘aw recently enacted by 
congress, the comptroller of the cur- 
rency in Washington is empowered to 
place national banks under the same 
restrictions state authorities may 
place upon state banks. 

In his holiday proclamation Gover- 
nor Talmadge, referring to the large 
withdrawals outside the’ state, said:

. « «+ Lhe banks in this state are 
being daily called upon to transmit 
funds to other states in which banking 
holidays haye been declared and our 
bariks are, on account of such holi- 
days, unavle to withdraw from such 
other states the amounts which are 
due to them. It is exceedingly unfair 
to permit funds to be drained out of 
this state to areas where holidays have 
been declared. . . .” 

Governor Talmadge, in his procla- 
mation, emphasized the fact that the 
banks of Georgia are generally in good 
condition,

INAUGURAL SPEECH 


REMAINS SECRET 


Leader’s Millions of Fol- 
lowers Expect Brief Ad- 
dress To Sound Keynote 
of New Day.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—(>)— 
Intent on the mammoth tasks con- 
fronting him, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
busied himself to the verge of the 
very morning of the day that will em- 
bark him on the task of bringing order 
out of confusion. 

_From early morning until late to- 
night, the president-elect conferred on 
topics ranging from his momentous 
plans to revivify national and ‘inter- 
national trade to details of the gala 
inaugural celebration. 

_ There was talk of early to bed, but 
instead—while the tens of thousands 
here to do him honor tomorrow set 
the capital a-tingle—he met with his 
secretary of the treasury, William 
H. Woodin, with Senator Glass, of 
Virginia, and others. 

At sunset he had sat down with 
President Hoover and advisers to 
both of them at the White House, 
gathering last-minute mformation 
from the outgoing administration to 
help the incoming regime.

Speech Is Secret. 

To the very last the president-elect 
kept to himself the message he plans

on the banner-draped stand in front 
of the capitol. 

In the few spare minutes he had 
today between calls and conferences 
at the Mayflower hotel, Mr. Roose- 
velt put the finishing touches on the 
address. _He has made it among the 
briefest of its kind in history. He 
took advantage of the last-minute 
views of members of his cabinet and 
congress. and speculation arose that 
he would announce plans for calling 
a special session within a matter of 
days.

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HOOVER'S LAST DAY 
SFULL OF ACTIVITY 


President Bids Farewell 
to Cabinet, Little Cabi- 
net and Reporters. 


BY JOHN F. CHESTER. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—-(4)— 
®inal contacts, a whole series of “last 
times,” many tinged with the pathos 
of farewell, filled President Hoover s 
last full day as the nation’s chief 
executive. : 

His cabinet gathered for its final 
meeting, a session in which grave dis- 
eussion of-the nation’s economic dif- 
ficulties was mingled with personal 
gifts and farewells. 

Late in the day he had what may 
prove an historic discussion with 
President-elect Roosevelt, ostensibly 
come to the White House as an in- 
augural formality, but accompanied 
by his economic adviser, Professor 
Raymond Moley. To assist Mr. Hoo- 
ver, Secretary Mills and Governor 
Meyer, of the federal reserve board, 
were present. 

Not until an hour after their de- 
parture was it disclosed that while 
the entire group sat in the historic 
red room drinking tea poured by Mrs. 
Hoover, the president and president- 
elect had withdrawn to one corner ol 
the room and called in their economic 
advisers for a conference of high mo- 


ment. 

Earlier Mr. Hoover had called in 
newspaper correspondents for his final 
meeting with them. He talked along 
a more personal vein than he had dis- 
played to them for years past. 

“T have no news today,” the presi- 
dent began. “There is plenty of news 
in other quarters.” 

He invited any of the group to visit 
him in the west coast home where 
more time could be had for “talk.” 

Throughout virtually the entire day, 
Mr. Hoover had turned _ swiftly 
through a program encompassing the 
signing of more than a score of bills, 
a round of official farewells, hand- 
shakings, conferences and packing —all 
carried on at a tempo reaching a new 
crescendo for his last days in the 
White House. 

Usually a “strictly business” meet- 
ing, the president’s gathering with his 
official family today became a per- 
sonal session. | 

The cabinet officers banded together 
to present their departing chief with 
an- elaborate desk set—an arrange- 
ment so extensive as to contain a 
clock, a thermometer, a barometer, a 
calendar, pen and pencil containers 
and a gold plate carrying the en- 
sgraved signatures of each of its do- 
nors, 

The president received a final fare- 
well also from his “‘little cabinet,” 
composed of assistant secretaries of 
the departments. He posed with them 
all for a photograph several] nights 
ago at a dinner in his honor, but the 
photographer’s machinery went awry. 
The performance was repeated today 
on the south lawn.

ed Mr. Hoover's secretary two.checks 
today. One read $500 and the other 
$125. The latter he turned back to 
the treasury as representing a proper 
share of the $15,000 pay cut he im- 
posed on himself.

When the word was flashed back 
here, however, that the president-elect 
was preparing a statement on the 
banking situation it brought a quick 
denial from the Roosevelt conference 
room. 

Speaker Garner was the first caller 
received today by Mr. Roosevelt, who, 
as usual, ate his breakfast in bed as 
he received early morning visitors and 
hurried through his correspondence. 


Without doubt, he and Speaker 
Garner discussed the date for the ex- 
tra session of the new congress and an 
early call is expected, probably by 
March 15. 

Senator Bulkley, of Ohio, an au- 
thority on banking legislation, was 
among the first callers and the ground 
work is béing laid, in all probability, 
for early banking legislation. 

The whirl of democratic events at 
the Mayflower hotel, the party head- 
quarters—brought into the picture the 
names of several prominent party 
members for*important appointments. 

It was said that Jesse I. Straus, 
New York merchant, would be the 
ambassador to the Republic of Cuba, 
Archibald McNeil, national committee- 
man from Connecticut, was put on the 
slate for third assistant postmaster- 
general. 

W. Forbes Morgan, distant relative 
of Mr. Roosevelt, was headed defi- 
nitely for assistant secretary of com- 
merce. 

The : ame of Russell Amory, of Los 
Angeles, was advanced rather authori- 
tatively for chief of the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce. 

No decision appeared apparent on 
the contest for commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. Robert H. Gore, of 
Chicago, continued to be named as 
the Roosevelt choice for this office. 
However, speculation brought in the 
name of Angus McLean, former gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, for this post. 

Arthur Mullen, of Nebraska, an- 
other Roosevelt lieutenant, was called 
into conference late today by the presi- 
dent-elect as he considered his attor- 
ney-general. He is regarded as a pos- 
sibility for permanent choice in this 
office. 

With some realignment in his of- 
fice family necessary, Mr. Roosevelt 
also called in James A. Farley, na- 
tional party chairman and new post- 
master-general. 

Huston Thompson, of Colorado, for- 
mer chairman of the federal trade 
commission, also was a visitor in the 
Roosevelt suite as the question of an 
attorney-general came up. 

The day also offered opportunity 
for several of Mr. Roosevelt’s cabinet 
members to call and shake hands. The 
group inciuded Senator Swanson, of 
Virginia, the secretary of the. navy; 
Harold L. Ickes, of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the interior, and Henry A. 
Wallace, secretary of agriculture. 

Senator Hull, of Tennessee, the sec- 
retary of state, was among the first 
callers today. He was accompanied 
by Professor Raymond Moley, eco- 
nomie expert and the next first as- 
sistant secretary of state. 

Professor Rexford Tugwell. another

PRESIDENCY TODAY) 


Air of Hope Rules Capi- 
tal on Eve of Inaugura- 
tion. 
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eléct and Mrs. Garner were heart- 
ened by the prospect of a clear, cool 
day for the inauguration .. . ° 
rade weather,” as it was said. 

“Probably fair.” was the forecast, 
the subject of quips among the demo- 
cratic cohorts who harked bac’: to the 
storm-slashed day which marked the 
advent of the Hoover administration 
just four years ago. 

The president and Mrs. Hoover 
wished the newcomers to the White 
House well, when in the late after- 
noon Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt—accom- 
panied by their son, James, and his 
wife—paid a formal eall of respect at 
the executive mansion. 

Accompanied by secret service and 
police guard, the Roosevelt party had 
their first real glimpse of the exten- 
sive court of honor erected for them 
in front of the mansion when their car 
arrived there. 

Heavy Ticket Demand. 

This is the most elaborate and deco- 
rated of. the rows of stands erected 
along Pennsylvania avenue. For days 
past the story has been one of great 
demand for the tickets, with prices 
ranging as high as several dollars. — 

It was easy to understand, too, in 
view of predictions of inaugural of- 
ficials being borne out ‘hat the visit- 
ing throngs would surpass 250,000 in 
number. At the Union station and on 
highway and airport entrances today. 
the tale was the same—one of con- 
stantly streaming arrivals. 

More than 200 special and regular 
trains poured in their thousands, 
downtown streets teemed with automo- 
biles bearing license plates of far- 
flung states, and air traffic had its 
own good news. 

By a great majority, the 48 states 
were officially represented by their 
governors or designated representa- 
tives. Each had his own ceremonious 
greeting, with the Union station time 
and again seeing the swing of pomp 
in the person of aides for distinguish- 
ed visitors, garbed in cutaways and 
silk toppers. 

The traffic from New York was 
particularly noted, railroads putting 
into service more than 30 special 
trains and 20 or more airplanes shut- 
tling back and forth betwe 2 here and 
there through the day. 


Accommodations Scarce. 


Late comers were hard put to it to 
find accommodations tonight. Hotels 
long ago had been filled up, even 
with doubling in some rooms; and 
agencies for putting up visitors in 
private homes had their hands full. 

Souvenir, flag and program ven- 
dors and sightseeing guides were reap- 
ing harvests of a sort. Each down- 


town street corner had more than its. 


quota, but little complaining was in 
evidence. “Business for all,” seemed 
the good-natured motto, as one vied 
with another in shouting wares. 

And from the looks of things, when 
the great parade gets started at 1:50 
p. m. tomorrow, all the windows in 
the residences and shops along Penn- 
sylvania avenue will be as filled as 
the specially constructed stands. 

Before the gala procession of dig- 
nitaries and bands, of cavalry and 
veterans and Indians and high school 
cadets, and a myriad other units gets 
going, however, the solemn formality 
of administering the oath to the new 
leaders of the nation will be carried 
through. 

To take the day from the stand- 
point of. the president-to-be, he will 
rise somewhat earlier than is his cus- 
tom and attend a brief, private prayer 
service at St. John’s Episcopal church 
—across LaFayette square from the 
White House—at 10 o'clock. Only 
members of his family will be present. 
The pastor, the Rev. Robert John- 
ston, will officiate. 

Leave for White House. 

Then at 11 o'clock he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Mr. and Mrs. Garner 
will be escorted by congressional 
deputations to the White House, to 
leave almost immediately for the cap- 
itol in the company of the president 
and Mrs. Hoover. 

At noon the vice president-to-be 
will be sworn by Vice President Cur- 
tis, who will immediately turn over 
the gavel to him. Mr. Garner plans a 
brief extemporaneous address on tak- 
ing position as the presiding officer 
of the senate after his more than 20 
years of strenuous activity in the 
house of representatives from Texas. 

Watching in the gallery will be his 
wife and their son, Tully, with his 
wife and daughter, Genevieve, as well 
as a group of intimate Texas friends. 

Next, the dignitaries will proceed 
to the stand fronting the capitol, 
where Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes will administer the oath to 
the new president in the presence of 
thousands seated and standing across 
the immense plaza. Amplifiers will 
carry to them the words of the inau- 
gural address. 

At this point, Mr. and Mrs. Hoo- 
ver will leave to entrain—the former 
to go to New York with his son, 
Allan, for a few days before taking a 
vacation cruise: the latter to leave the 
train at Philadelphia with their other 
son, Herbert Jr., for California. 

While that train carries Mr. Hoo- 
ver to private life for the first time 
since he undertook the cares of the 
food administration in war days, the 
man who was his associate as assist- 
ant secretary of the navy in those 
days will be taking a hasty lumch and 
then assume his place in the court 
of honor to review the hours-long pa- 
rade. 

Georgians Present. 

Watching the parade, too, in a spe- 
cially reserved section of the stands, 
will be a brave group of Franklin 
Roosevelt’s afflicted friends from the 
Warm Springs (Ga.) health center— 
who have followed his fortunes so en- 
thusiastically. 

He had it seen to especially that 
they shoulu get every courtesy, and 
they showed their appreciation and af- 
fection for him when they arrived 
this morning frem Georgia. 

Should Mr. Roosevelt choose, he 
can find many reminders of his heavy 
responsibilities, of his political for- 
tunes, of his variety of friends and 
numberless other public and personal 
features iz that parade that will last 
rom 2:30 until ater 5 p. m. 

First will be reminders of his war- 
time days and of preparedness, in 
the military and naval units follow- 
ing the grand marshal, General Doug- 
las MacArthur and behind’ them, 
cadet corps and bands from Virginia 
and Washington. 

Then his postmaster-general, James 
A. Farley, as marshal of the section 
of. governors, who will be serenaded 
from time to time by the Coe College 
band, of Iowa. The governors doubt- 
less will be care-free enough then, but 
on the next day they look forward to 
sitting down in serious conference

Of Mrs. Roosevelt’s Private Lite 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(@)— 
Washington today-had half a dazen 
glimpses of the tall, swiftly moving 


woman who will become tomorrow 
the mistress of its most important 
household, and smiled back at her, 
gag es and a little bewildered. 

While theeguests gasped in amaze- 
ment at her endurance and her good 
nature, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
smiling and unruffléd, shook hands in 
the afternoon with nearly 1,000 
women at a reception to which 300 
had been invited. | 

Then, looking as fresh as though 
she were just leaving the hotel for 
the first time that day, she went off 
with her husband and her son and 


daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. James 


Roosevelt, to have tea at the White 
House; which tomorrow is to become 
her home, and to chat quietly for an 
hour with Mrs. Hoover about picnics 
and camping. 

She had begun fhe day befote 9 
a. m., with a visit in a taxicab, with- 
out any escort, to Rock Creek ceme- 
tery to see St. Gaudens’ statue, 
“Grief,” which she said she consid- 
ers the most beantiful thing in Wash- 
ington. 

She ended the day between 9:30 
and 10 p. m. with the last of her 
weekly radio speeches. | 

She moved on to the Congressional 
Women's Club, where there was an- 
other big crowd, but she could not 
stay there so long, being obliged to 
hurry back to the Mayflower hotel 
to accompany her husband to the 
White House. 

These two receptions were allowed 
to remain on a program greatly cur- 
tailed in deference to the late Sen- 


ator Thomas J. Walsh, who was to 
have been a member of her husband’s 
cabinet. 

Mrs. Roosevelt canceled all of her 
social engagements except these anid 
the tea at the White House after the 
inaugural parade tomorrow, which 
were left because many of the guests 
to attend them may not able to 
visit Washington soon again, and be- 
cause members of the Walsh family 
insisted the senator would not have 
wanted any charges made out of re- 
spect to him. 

Because of this wish on the part of 
the Walsh family and because a great 
many tickets to the inaugural ball, 
a charity affair, had been’ turned 
back after it was announced no mem- 
ber of the Roosevelt family would be 
present, Mrs. Roosevelt said tonight 
she and her children would attend 
the bali tomorrow night. 

Except for her radio talk, Mrs. 
Roosevelt had no engagements tonight. 
Originally her program called for her 
to attend the dinner to the electors, a 
concert for the benefit of the unem- 
ployed, and the reception to the gov- 
ernors at the Pan-American Union. 

Mrs. Roosevelt made one other visit 
with her husband today. Shortly after 
noon they called on the widow of Sen- 
ator Walsh, and during their half- 
hour stay the president-elect indicated 
he wouid attend the state funeral in 
the capitol Monday. 

After her return from the White 
House, Mrs. Roosevelt wound up her 
afternoon in characteristic fashion. 

Tea was served in her suite at the 
Mayflower, and anyone she happened 
to see was invited—relatives, old 
friends, and four women reporters she 
had known in New York.

The dinner tonight was 
“just family’ and two. guests, both 
close friends.

arrived from California to take their 
parents home. 

| Allan’s way will be down the east 
| coast with the president on that post- 
/poned sea trim—and through the Pan- 
ama canal. Herbert will speed west- 
ward with his mother, to be his guest 
at his Sierra Madre home. 


Mrs. Hoover’s early morning be- 
longed to the boys. Near Junch time 
she met all the personnel of the 
smoothly-running White House ma- 
chine, and, instead of saying good- 
bye, went down the line with a per- 
sonal word to each, voicing her ap- 
preciation. 

“You have given me such excellent 
meals—Your arrangement of the 
flowers has been beautiful—Your help 
has made it possible for me to meet 
my appointments—You’ve kept my 
fires burning—You have answered 
my door—You have kept the lights 
burning for me—” was the way her 
words of commendation ran. 


Adept at “moving day” from living 
around the world, Mrs. Hoover had 
her house as ready to receive visitors 
as though great gray-green army 
trucks and moving vans were not 
drawn up at the back door—as 
though third-floor workers were not 
busily changing secretaries’ offices to- 
day into bedrooms for tomorrow night 
—including washing the woodwork! 

Four new bedrooms, in rooms used 
this morning for other purposes, will 
be fully furnished with suites already 
owned by the executive mansion, and 
brought from stwrage, before another 
noon brings’new tenants in. 


Cars drove up to the front door, 
letting out modishly-attired callers. 
The front hall, with its formal‘ deco- 
rations of palms and ferns, half-light- 
ed, was ready for the Roosevelts. In 
the east room, where groups waiting 
their turns to be received, chatted to- 
gether, a servant was quietly slipping 
canvas covers on gilded chairs for a 
correct transfer to new hands, 

Mrs. Hoover’s upstairs sitting room 
hummed with conversation, the good- 
byes of such old friends as Miss Alida 
Henriques, Mrs. Hennan Jennings, 
wife of the mining engineer, and Mrs. 
Hugh Cumming, wife of the surgeon 
general. 

At dinner tonight, only Mrs. Dare 
Stark McMullin, Mrs. Hoover’s com- 
panion, and Henry Robinson, of Cali- 
fornia, last house guest to leave be- 
fore the Hoovers started west for elec- 
tion, and again house guest there, will 
augment the family circle.

SES ‘NEW DEAL' 


Editorials Pledge Friend- 
ship and Pray Roosevelt 
Will Lead World.

LONDON, March 4.—(Saturday.) 
(?)—The British press signalized the 
inauguration of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today with reminders of his great op- 
portunity and an almost prayerful 
plea for leadership of his own nation 
and, therefore, the world, out of eco- 
nomic difficulty. 

Beverly Baxter, one of the most 
forceful of British journalists and the 
new editor-in-chief of the Daily Ex- 
press, in a leading editorial .headed, 
“A Message to President Roosevelt. 
From the Editor of the Daily Ex- 
press,” after calling attention to the 
eminence of the presidential office in 
normal times, continues: 

“You mount your. republican throne 
with the sympathy’ and prayers of 
people throughout the world. There 
are few who would take your place 
and only a fool could envy you. 

“From the windows of the White 
House you may well look out upon 
your country and wonder from what 
source will come salvation. And from 
those same windows you may look 
further and ask, ‘What friend have 
we in the whole wide world?’ 

“Shall I answer the latter question, 
Mr. President? You and your country 
have a true friend in this island, of 
England.” 

Continuing, Mr. Baxter comments 
on the mutual difficulties of the two 
countries and on the personal types 
of each country which are antipathetic 
to each other. Then he says: 

“There are fools who think you lack 
courage as a nation. What are the 
skyscrapers of New York but monu- 
ments of courage, what are your rail- 
ways that bind the coasts with ribs 
of steel but tributes to the sinews and 
and hearts of their builders? People 
are saying now, ‘God help America,’ 
but I say, ‘God help any nation that 
thinks the spirit of America is broken.’ 

“More than any other nation Eng- 
land still is your mother country, the 
trustee of your past, the source of 
your traditicns. When you are har- 
assed and perplexed, think of the peo- 
ple of England. the winding lanes of 
England, the cottage homes of Eng- 
land, and know that England is your 
friend. 

“May you prove in the years_that 
lie ahead that your escape from an 
assassin’s bullet was no mere chance, 
but that it was fate saving you for 
the service of your people.” 

_ The Daily Mail, after calling atten- 
tion to the great upheaval which the 
depression represents, says: 

“Mr. Roosevelt brings to his work 
more of personal magnetism than any 
president since his famous namesake, 
and an unblemished record of integ- 
rity. It may yet be that he will show 
he possesses the strength of character 
and insight which enabled Lincoln 70 
years ago to lead his country from 
extraordinary dangers to one Of the 
greatest triumphs of history.”

~ The basic facts of the banking 
situation in Georgia are such as to 
assure the people of the State 
declaration of a three-day banking 
moratorium by Governor Talmadge. 

Especially is this true in Atlanta. 
The banks of this city are as sound 
as those in any city of comparative 
size in. the world. 

Every dollar deposited in an At- 
lanta bank is as good as gold. 

This being true, the natural in- 
quiry arises as to why it was nec- 
essary for the governor to declare 
a moratorium. 

The answer is simple. 

Such moratoria or withdrawal re- 
strictions now exist in 30 states. 
With no*sbanking facilities whatso- 
ever in some of these states, and 
greatly restricted facilities in others, 
checks and drafts have gone out in 
huge numbers to the states in which 
moratoria have not been declared. 

Because of the wide-reaching in- 
fluence of the outstanding financial 
institutions of Atlanta, and because 
the Federal Reserve bank for this 
district is located in this city, these 
demands for money have been con- 
centrated on the banks of Georgia. 

Currency was being drawn out 
of Georgia at an alarming rate, and 
it was to put an end to this drain- 
ing of the state’s re- 
sources that Governor Talmadge de- 
cided upon a moratorium. 

Thus it is seen that the gover- 
nor’s action is not caused by any 
need of protection by the banks of 
the state, but to protect the state’s 
currency resources. 

As far as the banks of Atlanta 
are concerned, if every depositor’s 
dollar were to be drawn out they 
would still be in a highly liquid 


currency 


condition. 

So the people of Atlanta need 
have no apprehension over a mora- 
torium decided upon solely for, the 
purpose of protecting the state 
from being drained of its currency 
resources by demands from outside. 


A POPULAR APPOINTMENT. 

General approval is expressed at 
President-elect Roosevelt’s selection 
of Representative Lewis Douglas, of 
Arizona, as ‘director of the budget. 

The Washington Post comments 
that the appointment “‘takes on spe- 
cial significance because of the 
tasks that have been assigned to 
him,”’ and believes that he is “pre- 
cisely the type of man needed to 
head the bureau of the budget dur- 
ing this difficult period.” 

Another republican newspaper, 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
points out that Representative 
Douglas during his service in the 
house has made ‘‘a name for con- 
spicuous devotion to the public in- 
terest, with special reference to the 
subject in which the taxpayers are 
most keenly interested, rigid econ- 
omy.”’ 

It is significant of the flexibility 
of service of the cabinet which has 
been named by President-elect 
Roosevelt that Daniel C. Roper, 
chosen for secretary of commerce, 
has been working for several weeks 
with Representative Douglas on a 
plan for governmental reorganiza- 
tion contemplated under the new 
powers granted to the incoming ad- 
ministration. 

Senator Hull, the new secretary 
of state, is amply familiar with the 
ins and outs of diplomacy, but is 
chiefly noted for his study of 
finance, taxation and tariff matters. 
Senator Swanson, who will be secre- 
tary of the navy, is qualified from 
his long experience in foreign af- 


fairs to ably advise the secretary of 
state. William H. Woodin, the new 
secretary of the treasury, will re- 
ceive the benefit of Senator Hull’s 
sound advice on finance and at the 
same time his long experience as 
an industrialist will enable him to 
be of assistance to Mr. Roper as 


secreiary of commerce. 

It is outstandingly evident that 
the dominant factor in influencing 
the selection of President-elect 
Roosevelt’s appointees so far has 
béen the necessity for expert han- 
dling of the economic situation and 
the need for economy in govern- 
ment. | 

The record of the new director 


ijof the budget assures that he will 


go about his duties with directness 
and courage—a courage well dem- 
onstrated in his advocacy on the 
floor of the house of the dynamite- 
laden propositions to reduce the 
pension rolls and to enact a sales 
tax. 

Plenty of fireworks are to be ex- 
pected from Mr. Douglas’ recom- 
mendations for governmental econ- 
omy, but that they will be efficient- 
ly arrived at and bravely defended 
is a foregone conclusion. 


THE URGENT NEED AT ALTO. 

The work of none of the state’s 
'eleemosynary institutions is more 
vitally necessary to the public health 
than that of the sanatorium at Alto. 

None of the _ institutions has 
been more efficiently and economi- 
cally operated. It has remained 
strictly within its appropriations 
and has reduced its expenses by 
producing much of the food neces- 
sary for the care of its patients. 


And yet this splendid institution, 


against any apprehension over the | housed in a modern. building and 


with a staff of outstanding experts, 
is able to care for less than halt 


‘of those seeking treatment, which, 


in many instances, would mean the 
saving of life, because of lack of 
adequate support. 

The institution is now caring for 
290 patients and has 300 on the 
waiting list. In addition, a single 
unit maintained by the state de- 
partment of public health and the 
sanatorium has discovered 2,019 
cases of active tuberculosis in the 
state and 1,479 persons whose con- 
dition is not beyond = question. 


These have been placed under the 
care of their own physicians for 
treatment and many will be cured 
in their own homes, but hundreds 
will face death unless eventually 
they can be admitted at Alto. 
Last year the appropriation for 
the sanatorium was reduced’ $10,- 
000 and only 884 per cent of the 
appropriation received. Not with- 
standing the institution met all of 
its obligations, through the reduc- 


_tion of the per capita daily cost 
‘from $2.41 


in 1929 to $1.06 in 
1932. Salaries of the staff and other 
employes were voluntarily reduced, 
and the food bill was cut by the 
production of milk, eggs, poultry, 
beef, pork and vegetables and all 
other expenses cut to the bone. 


The institution will have room for 
S80 more beds next year, but under 
the present appropriation will be 
unable to care for additional 
tients. 


Tuberculosis is one of the state’s 
most expensive maladies. It in- 
creases poverty more than any 
other half dozen diseases, and losses 
from its ravages can be eliminated 
if the. plans outlined by the state 


torium can be materialized. 


The health department is asking 
for funds to establish an additional 
Clinic service, which will be essen- 
tially one of prevention, and the 
Sanatorium is seeking’ increased 
funds so that it may handle the de- 
mands upon it. 


Regardless of our obligation for 
the care of afflicted members of our 
citizenship, the state can make no 
sounder investment, figured in dol- 
lars and cents, than to give those 
who are waging war against the 
great white plague sufficient money 
for them to reduce the staggering 
toll of deaths from’ tuberculosis 
each year.

The king of Jugo-Slavia. Alexander, 
oppears tv be in danger of his life.

Not long ago, while traveling 
through old Serbia, a dignified old 
man entered the compartment in 
which =< sat. He turned out to be 


a Slovene professor. We talked to- 
gether for an entire day—in whispers. 
The story | heard was hair-raising. 
I could scarcely believe my own ears. 
But all what this man told me then 
has subsequently been amply con- 
firmed ~y independent observers. King 
Alexander tried to maintain himself 
by terror. Having in his realms three 
distinct nations. Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes, ne tried to weld them into 
one nation, the Jugo-Slav. When this 
appeared impossible and many of his 
counsellors advised him to change the 
regime into a federated monarchy, he 
not only refused, but he attempted to 
dragoon and regiment the peoples into 
cohesion. 


This policy has now failed. Of 
course, he may continue for a time, 
mainly by sbowing the iron heel and 
the mailed fist, but even the army is 
said to be turning against him and 
the army is his last remaining bul- 
wark. ‘That Alexander foresaw the 
collapse of his throne and the @plit- 
ting away of the various national in- 
gredients of his kingdom, was evi- 
denced a few months ago by the trans- 
fer of 50,900,000 francs, two million 
dollars, of his: personal fortune, to 
French banks 


For the moment the king is trying 
to stop the waxing tide of discontent 
and unrest by arresting the leaders of 
the hostile parties. This has had for 
result the growtk of a secret organiza- 
tion, known as the White Hand, which 
is composed chiefly of army officers. 
The curious fact is that the king’s 
father. King Peter Karageorgevich. 
was himself once a member of that 
White Hand organization. Peter, in 
fact, stood at it- head when its agents 
murdered another Alexander and his 
wife, Queen Draga, and then placed 
the self-same Peter on the throne. 
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Health Talks

' FOOD AND THE ARTERIES. 

Many philosophers, ancient and 
modern, have made what sophomo- 
rons call wisecracks concerning the 
influence of diet on health and lon- 
gevity. At first impact some of these 
sage sayings seem impressive, but 
eventually somehow one _ classifies 
them under the heading of poetry 
rather than truth. Dr. Osler himself 
got. off a few of these wisecracks and 
used effectively in his famous “doc- 
tors’ bible” quotations of others from 
uncient classics. 

Dr. Osler died before the dawn of 
the science of nutrition. We must 
keep that fact in mind, while we con- 
sider his teaching, for he was the 
greatest medica! teacher we have ever 
had. Speaking of the causation of 
chronic Bright's disease (chronic 
nephritis, chronic inflammation of the 
kidneys), which is generally associated 
with urteriosclerosis (hardening of the 
arteries) and myocarditis (slow heart 
muscle impairment), Osler said: 


“Alcohol plays an important part 
particularly in conjunction with other 
factors. Amens the better classes in 
America chronic Bright's disease is 
very common, and is, I believe, caused 
more frequently by overeating than 
by excess in: alcohol.” 

Speaking of the treatment of 
chronic Bright’s disease Dr. Osler 
said: 

“Alcohol should be strictly prohibit- 
ed. Tea and coffee are allowable. 
The diet should be light and nourish- 
ing (sic), and the patient should be 
warned not to eat excessively, and not 
to take meat more than once a day. 
The patient should keep the urinary 
secretion free by drinking daily a 
definite amount of either distilled wa- 
ter or some pleasant mineral water.” 

Somewhere else in his writings (I 
cannot find it at the moment) Osler 
quotes some old master to the effect 
that the platter kills more than the 
sword. 

That advice that the diet should be 
light and nourishing is like advising 
that drinking water should be clear 
and wet, or that the patient must have 
good ventilation but no drafts or that 
we should have plenty of fresh air but 
avoid exposure. Today if any physi- 
cian prescribes restriction of your diet 
to things which are nourishing but 
easily digested he is just stringing you 
along, and that’s all there is about it. 
In Sir William’s day the doctors really 
imagined sick-room pap was “easily 
digested.” We know better now. 

Overeating, that is, consuming a 
greater quantity of food than is re- 
quired for growth, repair and mainte- 
nance of body weight within normal 
bounds, is perhaps a more important 
cause of C. V. D. (artery-heart-kidney 
impairment, premature old age) today 
than it was in Osler’s day. Not that 
we eat more, but mainly because we 
walk less. She who walks may eat 
and still keep her youthful figure. 
Often = wonder how great a part of 
this dreadful compression is due to too 
many cars per family. ~ 

Dr. Osler arbitrarily restricts the 
patient to one meat meal daily. In 
his day: the doctors really imagined 
meat, especially dark or red meat, 
was in some vague way a greater 
strain on metabolism, on the arteries, 
on the kidneys, than is other food. 
W. know better now. True it is 
generally easier to overeat in the de- 
lectable carbohydrates. the breads. 
cakes, sweets, candies, etc., but calory 
for calory or nutritive value for nutri- 
tive value, so far as we know it 
doesn’t matter whether one eats meat 
once a week or three times a day, 
so long as there is a fair variety 
of items in the diet every day.

ployed, American interests purchased 
nearly a quarter of a million tons of 
coal, coke and anthracite from Soviet 
Russia in. 1932, for which they paid 


almost a million and a half dollars. 

Official foreign trade figures just is- 
sued here for the whole year show that 
this group represented the second 
largest item of exports to the United 
States in point of value, and the larg- 
est in terms of volume. 

American lumber interests, also hit 
by the depression, likewise were cus- 
tomers here for timber. 

Exports of these materials to the 
United States increased during 1052 
over those of the previous year, al- 
though trade as a whole between the 
two countries declined sharply. The 
balance of trade continued in Amer- 
ica’s favor in a much smaller ratio. 


Soviet Imports. 


During the year Soviet Rusia im- 
ported from the United States 27,449 
tons of goods, chiefly metals and ma- 
chinery, for which it paid 31,665,000 
roubles, compared to 216,139 tons at 
229,915,000 roubles in 1931. This 
sharp recession was accounted for by 
the soviet government’s action in 
transferring most of the purchases it 
formerly made in the United States to 
other countries; notably Germany, be- 
cause of its inability to obtain ade- 
quate American credit facilities. 

It exported to America 624,250 tons, 
‘mainly foodstuffs and raw materials, 
valued at 17,014,000 roubles compared 
to 850,539 tons ut 22,690,000 roubles 
in 19381. 

Russia's coal exports to the United 
States amounted to 245,140 tons in 
1932, for which it received 2,736,000 
roubles, compared to 215,958 tons for 
2,547,000 roubles in the _ preceding 
year, 

Part of this was said to have in- 
cluded a high grade anthracite of a 
quality superior to most of that pro- 


/duced in America which is used chiefly 
for domestic heating. It is under- 
stood to have been introduced into the 
| United States by a firm or group of 


firms operating in New England. 
Lumber Exports. 


Lumber exports totaled 120,750 
tons, valued at 1,372,000 _ roubles, 
against SS8,355 tons at 1,383,000 rou- 
bles in 1931. In this instance, Soviet 
Russia received less money for almust 
50 per cent more timber than in 1951. 
although this could be accounted for 
in part by the sale of a greater volume 
of cheaper grades. 

Highest in value in exports to 
America were furs, 503 tons of which 
were sold there for 2,740,000 roubles. 
This compared to 162 tons at 1,006,- 
000 roubles in 1931. 
| America bought only 30.466 tons of

Specitic Cancer Test Reported 
Discovered by Noted Scientist 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—()—The 
finding of just one of the “long hoped- 
for specific tests for cancer’ was re- 
ported tonight by James Ewing, M. 
D., one of the foremost cancer scien- 
tists, at the annual meeting of the 
American Society for the Control of 
Cancer. 

He warned listeners that “search 
for the cause of cancer has failed.” 
But on the other hand he said that 
“practical research directed to the 
cancer patient is making rapid, sub- 
stantial and effective progress.” He 
summarized the findings of cancer 
workers of the entire world. 

One of these is discovery that sex 
gland cancers reveal their } ‘sence in 
advance by producing a_ pituitary 
gland hormone. Te pituitary is in the 
head, but its hormones control sex 
glands to a large extent. Apparently 
the sex gland cancer sets up extra 
production of hormones on its own ac- 
count. Using the medical term “tumor” 
for cancer Dr. Ewing said:

BETTER COTTON PAYS 
FARMERS IN SPALDING 


ATHENS, Ga., March 3.—The suc- 


cess of farmers of the Orchard Hill 


community of Spalding county in 
reaping premiums from growing hbet- 
ter quality of cotton is a good illus- 
tration of what can be done even un- 
der present conditions with Georgia's 
principal money crop, according to 
E. C. Westbrook, cotton specialist of 
the Georgia agricultural extension 
service, 

These farmers, Mr. Westbrook de- 
clares, started two years ago with 
about 200 acres planted to Stoneville 
No. 2 cotton. This cotten has a 
staple of from 1 inch to 11-16 inch. 
It is very early with sparse foliage. 

The first planting of this cotton 
met with the farmers’ approval and 
last year about 1,800 acres of this 
variety were planted in the Orchard 
Hill community. The buyers early 
in the season paid the farmers 50 
points or 1-2 cent a pound premium. 
A little later in the season the 
premium was advanced to 70 points, 
or $3.50 a bale. 

The farmers in the Orebard Hill 
community organized themselves into 
the Orchard Hill Cotton Improvement 
Association and will plant between | 
8,000 acres in Stoneville | 
No. 2 cotton this year.

INFLATION NEEDED 
SAYS ECONOMIST 


Athens Professor Critic 
cises Insistence on. Gold 
Standard by U. S. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 3.—That a 
policy of controlled inflation has bee 
come an immediate and paramount 
necessity unless we are to have a fur- 
ther extensive demonetization of bank 
credit and additional catastrophic de- 
clines in price levels sufficient to de- 
stroy in large measure the existing 
capital structure of the country, was 
the contention of Professor Malcolm 
H. Bryan in speaking before the eco- 


nomics seminar of the University of 
Georgia here today. 

“Our leaders,” said Mr. Bryaa, 
“have been so concerned with eme 
phasizing the dangers of liberal mone 
tary policies and inflation that the~ 
have ignored the dangers of deflation 
which have been literally eating us out 
of hous- and bome. At the same time 
they Luve becn so interested in looking 
at wha* they call ‘fundamental causes’ 
that they hove overlooked the fact 
taat price leve! declines are themselves 
a tundamenta! cause of unemployment 
and slackened business.” 

It was Mr. Bryan's assertion that 
the future “nionetary system of the 
world must be controlled with a pri- 
mary view to price level stability. 
“The world will not Jong continue te 
tolerate,” he said, “a monetary system 
which alternately confiscates the as- 
sets of creditors through price level 
inflation and then the assets of debtors 
through price level deflation.” It is 
the most significant economic fact of 
our generation that England and the 
group of countries which stabilized 
their domestic price levels in 1931, 
even though they had to go off the 
gold standard to accomplish it; are the 
only nations which have shown-an im- 
provement in business in the last 18 
months, Mr. Bryan declared. This is 
now conclusively demonstrable, the 
speaker claimed. On the other hand, 


the United States and the other gold 


standard nations which have let their 


internal price levels continue declining 


in order to mmintain the parity of 
their currency on a gold basis, have 
shown a consistent and universal 
slackening in employment and _ busi- 
ness. 

In commenting on the policies of 
the federal reserve board, in attempt- 
ing to pump out credit and maintain 
the price level, Mr. Bryan said that 


the policy did not begin early enough 


nor continue far enough. The evidence 
of this, he declares, though compli- 
cated by large withdrawals of gold for 
foreign accounts and domestic« hoard- 
ing of cash, is shown by the almost 
continual decline of bank deposits dur- 
ing the period of the depression.

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department of agriculture, now en- 
gaged in disbursing $90,000,000 — in 
federal funds, and the regional farm 
agencies established by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation—both 
described as “emergency functions” 
by Morgenthau. 
Fourth Division. 

The fourth division is planned for 
the activities of the federal govern- 
ment in aiding the farm mortgage sit- 
uation—activities for which Roosevelt 
is expected to recommend congression- 
al approval and details of which re- 
main to be worked out. 


Soon after Morgenthau’s announce- 
ment, the senate adopted a resolution 
permitting its agriculture committee to 
continue its investigation of the farm 
board in the next congress.

Morgenthau’s reorganization plan 
was accepteé@ as indicative of a new 
trend which the new administration 
will prescribe—individual responsibil- 
ity instead of centering duties in the 
hands of boards or commissions. 


“A man can be fired if he doesn’t 
make good,” Morgenthau said, explain- 
ing that as conservation commission- 
er of New York state, a post he re- 
signed last week, he found that “if you 
want something done it is better to 
delegate a job to one man than a 
whole bunch of them.” 

Morgenthau conferred with James 
C. Stone, retiring chairman of the 
board, whose position the Roosevelt 
appointee will occupy Monday. Mor- 
genthau said that parts of his reor- 
ganization plan will require legisla- 
tion by congress, but that some of it 
will be accomplished during the next 
month by executive order. 

“It may help the farmer I believe,” 
Morgenthau said. ‘“‘Now he has to go 
to many different agencies to obtain 
loans of various sorts and each agency 
sends out a man to check up on him, 
Under the consolidated plan, the farm- 
er will come to one place for his loans 
and one man will do the checking. 

“That will mean lower cost of ad- 
ministration and help cut th: farmer’s 
interest rates—and lower interest 
rates for the farmer are a necessity 
towards which we will work.” 

In its annual report to congress, 
the federal farm loan board reported 
that federal intermediate credit bank 
loans’*to, and discounts for, financing 
institutions during 1932 amounted to 
$151,577,651, ‘its largest volume since 
ithe banks were organized, Credit of 
| the banks outstanding December 31 
| was $82,517,754. 

During the year the banks extended 
jeredit of $89,245,114 to farm co- 
| operative marketing groups with only 
| $9,865,000 outstanding at the end of 
the year. The board said the reduc- 
tion was largely accounted for by the 
| payment in full of loans to the grain 
stabilization corporation and to the 
American Cotton Co-operative “ Asso- 
ciatién on commodity security. The 
cotton organization completed the 
payment of its balance in January,

There are some words in our lan- 
guage that are in themselves ugly, 
some that are ugly because of the

Greediness is a ravenous appetite 
and cannot be satisfied. It is a 
stealthy trait, yet cannot be con- 
cealed. It makes the eyes shine 
with a hard, cold glitter and the 
hands clutch with a claw-like grip. 
It makes the unsatisfied soul shrivel 
and it renders the person of the man 
or woman repulsive. 


The hog is the animal that personi- 
fies greediness and when we wish to 
use a term of complete contempt and 
loathing we call a man a hog. We mar 
have in mind some distinctly animal 
tendency, or we may use the term 
figuratively, but no matter how we 
use it we hold him up to contempt 
and scorn whe we call a man a hog. 

Oh, greediness may get a man 

the material things he goes after, 
hut at the same time it is destroy- 
ing his capacity for enjoying them. 
The law works in the lowest and 
the highest spheres. The man that 
gobbles his food greedily gets indiges- 
tion, .The man that drinks greedily 
gets delirium tremens or hardened 
arteries, or cirrhosis of the liver. 
The .money grabber may get his 
hank account increased but ~ the 
greediness that makes him trample 
upon his fellows and grind down 
his dependents gives him spiritual 
indigestion and he cannot assimi- 
late the pleasures that should ac- 
company his prosperity. 


Love is at once the humanest and

the divinest passion of life. In 
its name men and women rise to 
heights of unselfishness and hero- 
ism that are almost beyond compre- 
hension. And in its name they 
commit crimes unspeakable. Greedi- 
ness for love, like greediness for 
money, cheats the person that prac- 
tices it. He or she can never be 
satisfied with what the loved one is 
willing to give. 


Oh, you have seen the man exhibit- 
ing greediness for his wife's affec- 
tion, for her undivided interest and 
time and attention. He may get a 
semblance of the thing he grasps at 


but his grasping disgusts his wife and 
drives her further away from him 
than if he had graciously accepted a 
fair share of her Jife. You have seen 
greediness in a wife, a trait that we 
often refer to as possessiveness. She 
is so afraid that her husband will 
have some thought he doesn’t share 
with her, some pleasure that she can- 
not: participate in, that she polices 
him day and night. A self-respecting 
husband always resents this attitude 


and expresses his resentment in open 


rebuke or by becoming sly and sur- |

She is the wom- 
an who is not content for her child 
to have any privacy which she can- 
not invade, any friendships which 
she cannot supervise, any thoughts 
that she cannot redirect, or re- 
mould at will.

U.S. Moves To Aid All Banks 
In Thirty Restricted States 


R. F. C. Will Advance 
Funds; Congress To 
Consider Legislation To 
Protect Depositors. 


By the Associated Press. 

The federal government moved to 
the support of bank deposits Friday 
as the number of states declaring 
moratoria for limiting withdrawal of 
funds reached 30. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration announced it would lend 
money to institutions in states with 
banking restrictions to pay the per- 
centage of deposits agreed upon, if the 
banks lacked adequate funds and the 
loans were suffic ently secured. 

Bills to meet the situation were 
pushed forward in both branches of 
congress and members of the house 
banking committee were prepared to 
meet for the purpose of considering 
unspecified banking legislation. 

Senate measures introduced | would 
establish postal savings checking ac- 
counts and delegate the incoming 
president and comptroller of cui..ucy 
with powers to take such action as 
they considered necessary to secure 
bank deposits. 

Although 30 states were under some 
form of banking restriction, banks in 
many were not taking advantage of 
the privilege. Only about 500 of 


Ohio’s 800 banks limited withdrawals | 
to 5 per cent, as authorized by the |

state assembly. 


In some commonwealths the bank- | 


ing holidays proclaimed were option- 
al; in other mandatory. Banks met 
the situation in various ways. 
Marine National bank, of Milwaukee, 


' ignored Wisconsin's mandatory mora- 


torium declared early yesterday, and 
met all depositors’ requests in full, but 
did not honor checks on other banks. 

A few banks in some states, includ- 
ing Missouri and Illinois, restricted 
withdrawals without special legisla- 
tive or executive sanction. 

Unique plans to meet the demands 
of business for a medium of exchange 
were evolved by some banks. The 
Nashville clearing house formulated a 


plan for banks to issue their own cer- | 


tificates in one to $20 denominations, 
thus permitting more liberal with- 
drawals and allowing banks to meet 
their obligations. 

The New England states and 13 
states through che remainder of the 
country, however, had not found any 
action necessary. iy 

Seventeen states had moratoria in 
effect, some expiring tomorrow night 
and others at varying dates as far 
as two weeks hence. In several of the 
states with moratoria, banks were )’er- 
mitted to cash depositors’ checks for 
limited amounts. ;

In five states and the District of 
Columbia banks operated under vari- 
ous limitations.

In addition to these, Indiana, IlIli- 
nois, Missouri and Pennsylvania re- 
ported isolated instances where re- 
strictions had been placed in effect. 

Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, New 
Jersey and North Carolina had passed 
legislation legalizing banking restric- 
tions but it had not been invoked. 

The Chicago Federal Reserve. bank 
followed the lead of the New York 
bank by raising its rediscount rate 
from 21-2 to 31-2 per cent today. 
Governor Horner, after a conference 
with bankers, issued a statement say- 
ing that he did not consider a mora- 
torinm in Illinois necessary. 

In New York the Clearing House 
Association announced its member 
banks would increase interest on cer- 
tificates of deposit. 

Comparatively few formal set-ups 
to provide a money substitute were 
reported. Checks accepted by mer- 
chants, despite their non-cashable 
status, and money brought out of 
hoarding appeared to be the common 
medium of exchange. 

No other method of trading has 
appeared in Michigan, the first state 
to declare a bank holiday. Upper 
peninsula institutions, however, were 
open for regular business. 

Indiana merchants generally 
operating on a cash basis. In New- 
castle a modified scrip plan has been 
adopted. 

Ohio is using money scrip. Clear- 
ing house ecertificates are discussed 
in many cities but no action has been 
reported on the plan. 

At Louisville. Ky., merchants were 
said to be considering a plan to fur- 
nish a medium of exchange. No gen-

PASSES. IN MARYLAKD 


Father of Noted Flyer To Be 
Buried in Arlington 
\ Cemetery. 


HAVRE DE GRACE, March 3.— 
(P)—Rear Admiral John Augustus 
Rodgers, U. S. N. (retired), 85, who 
died last night at his home at Zion 
Hill, near here, will be buried in 
the Arlington National cemetery. 

Admiral Rodgers, the father of the 
late Commander John Rodgers, who 
tried to fly from San Francisco to 
Honolulu in 1925, and of Robert. P. 
Rodgers, co-designer of the Wright 
memorial at Kitty Hawk, N. C., had 
been ill for about three months, suf- 
fering a cold while attending the un- 
veiling of the Wright memorial. 
_Appointed to the United States 
Naval Academy by President Lincoln 
in 1863, he rose to the rank of rear 
admiral during the Spanish-American 
war. He was chairman of the naval 
board which investigated and adopted 
wireless telegraphy for use in the 
navy in 1904, 

Admiral Redgers was born on July 
26, 1848, in the same room in which 
he died. He was a descendant of a 
long line of men distinguished in the 
United States navy. 

Besides his son, Robert P., he is 
survived by his widow, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Perry Rodgers.
